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FOLLOWING THE CANDIDATE 


{ Vivid Picture of Campaign Reporting

Official Reporter, Supreme Court New York 


and formerly personal stenographer to President Wilson 


F you don’t like chicken, it is my solemn 

advice never to accompany a presidential 

candidate on a campaign tour; and even 

if you do like chicken, the advice is the same 
‘ 


For, if you go, you must reconcile yourself to 


living almost exclusively on a chicken diet 


through the campaign. As you travel from 
city to city following the candidate, stopping 


t 

only long enough for a public luncheon in one 
place, for dinner in another, and for a political 
breakfast, perhaps, in still another, you will 
make the inevitable observation that, whatever 
the dominant politics of the country, whether 
Republican or Democratic, the national cul 
inary choice is the juicy white meat of a tender 
young chicken. By the time election day rolls 
around you will find yourself shying at the 
sight of a feather, and the crowing of a rooster 
will send you into complete hysterics 

But if you are young and like to write short 
hand, if you respond to the thrill of living and 
sleeping in a Pullman compartment for weeks 
at a time, hopping from town to town and from 
speech to speech in close contact with a man 
who may some day be President of the United 
States, then by all means get your application 
n, brush up your speed and accuracy, and 
prepare yourself for the presidential campaign 
f this autumn. That is, if you possess pre- 
science enough to know who the candidates 
will be, and the luck to be one of the chosen 
few to whom such an opportunity ever comes 

Be not dismayed or discouraged if you think 
the chances are against you; it does come once 
every four years to somebody, and usually to 
some young, unknown shorthand reporter with- 
out prestige or influence, rather than to an 
older man. Throughout the last six presiden- 
tial campaigns the official shorthand reporters

rare to see anything but a young man in suc! 
a strenuous and exciting position. To the olde: 
reporter, | dare say such an experience n 
longer appeals; he has reported Presidents and 
Governors and Congressmen by the dozen and 


they all sound alike to him; the thrill of it is 
gone, and maybe his stomach no longer wil 
stand chicken three times a day! But right 
now there are two or three young shorthand 


reporters somewhere in the country polishing 
up their pothooks who will for the first time 
this autumn make a cross-country swing in 
the wake of a presidential candidate, reporting 
his speeches, living daily with him, and gaining 
an experience that will remain a happy and an 
instructive recollection to them for the rest 
of their lives. 

SOME years ago, when my digestion was bet 
ter and my enthusiasm fresher, it was my good 
fortune to make such a trip for the first time 
My candidate was Woodrow Wilson, Gover 
nor of New Jersey then making his first cam 
paign as the presidential nominee of the Demo- 
cratic party. I was three years out of busi- 
ness school; I had never seen a presidential 
candidate before and was not yet able to vote 
for one. A few months before I had reported 
a speech for Mr. Wilson, who was then spoken 
of as a possible candidate; | had turned in my 
transcript and dismissed the incident as of no 
special significance. But, lo and behold, a few 
weeks after Mr. Wilson was nominated he 
somehow remembered the cub reporter whose 


report of a speech of his had apparently pleased 
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him and, out of a clear sky, so far as I was 
concerned, I was asked to join him as his offi- 
cial campaign reporter. Did I accept? I did 


THE experience of following a presidential 
candidate must be very much the same, whether 
the candidate be Republican or Democratic. 
You pack your notebook and your typewriter, 
your toothbrush and your pajamas, and climb 
into the special train that is to carry the can 
didate for the first swing of the campaign. You 
will be one of a sizable party, made up of 
secretaries, politicians, and anywhere from half 
a dozen to half a hundred newspapermen. You 
may or may not have another reporter to assist 
you, but in any event your job will be to at 
tach yourself like a leech to the candidate 
whenever he appears in public, report his 
speeches, then rush back to your typewriter 
and “pound out” your transcript as quickly as 
possible for the use of the newspapermen of 
the party. At each flag stop enroute, wherever 
a crowd gathers to pay their respects to the 
candidate, you will dash madly to the rear of 
the train, elbow your way to the side of the 
candidate, prop your notebook somewhere, and 
write what he says. 

Your technique in reporting these informal 
speeches will vary, depending upon circum 
stances. You may hook one foot into the grill 
work that surrounds the train platform and 
thus use one knee as a desk upon which to 
write, while you teeter precariously on the 
other foot; or you may find an accommodating 
secretary or member of the welcoming com 
mittee whose broad back will suffice for the 
same purpose. Sometimes you may be caught 
unawares on an automobile trip, when the can 
didate’s car is suddenly surrounded by excited 
folk clamoring for a speech [They are doing 
just that in one of the scenes that is shown 
on the opposite page—FEd.] and you must 
fight your way to the side of the candidate, 
by which time you may have only the scrap of 
a notebook left and no place to write but in 
the palm of your hand. 


SINCE the advent of the radio and of voice 
amplification, the reporting of rear-end 
speeches has been greatly simplified for the 
reporter by the installation of a microphone on 
When 
such equipment is used, it is not necessary for 
the reporter even to go to the rear platform; 
instead, he sits comfortably at a table in 
his own compartment, with a large radio re- 
ceiver in front of him, and writes at his ease 
Though a boon to the reporter, this method 
of reporting is less reliable, subject as it is to 
the natural restrictions of any mechanical con- 
I have seen many occasions on the

to register his remarks as he walked trom one 
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side ot the platiorm to the other, leaning far 
out over the side in order to address the crowds 
that extended the full length of the train as

The important speeches on a campaign tour, 


however, are not those from the rear end of the 
train. It is the noonday luncheon talks be 
fore the local political club, or the scheduled 
night addresses at the opera house or the audi 
torium, for which the reporter must keep on 
himself somewhere out in 
the milling crowd when the candidate stands 
up to speak

Hurry, get your notebook and fill your pen 
We're arriving in another minute in Kansas 
City, or St. Louis, or Chicago. The Mayor, 
half of the City Council, and the reception 
committee are already in the candidate’s car, 
having got on at that little way station fifteen 
miles back. Silk-hatted and important, they 
are lining the corridors, but we must get 
through and be somewhere close to the candi 
date when he alights. It is more important 
for campaign purposes that we be on the plat 
form when the candidate speaks than that the 
Mayor or the City Council should be there 
(though neither the City Council nor the May 
or thinks so). 

Indeed, nobody seems to think that we are 
important at all as we scurry up the aisle with 
no top hat—just a pen and a notebook; but 
we'll be there when the parade starts. There 
are three people on the train who do regard 
us as important, however. One of them is the 
candidate, and the other two are the publicity 
director and the chief of the detective detail 
They will come to our rescue if we need them 


though there are times when even their aid is 
unavailing in a crowd of forty thousand ex 
cited voters, all yelling and clamoring to se« 
and shake the when 
only our own native ingenuity, our ability to 
look out for ourselves, will keep us on our feet 
and somewhere near the candidate.

WELL, we've made the automobile all right 
We have descended from the train not far be 
hind the candidate, 
ing out the station portal, with the candidat: 
waving from the rear to the shouting crowd, 
we have swung into the empty police car just 
behind—empty because the detective detail are 
either standing on the running board of the 
candidate’s car or chasing on foot beside it un 
til the candidate is safely out of the milling 
crowd. In a few minutes we gain the open 
roadway, the detectives swing into the car be- 
side us, and we proceed in stately procession 
down the brightly lighted street, lined side- 
walk deep with yelling citizens, and under a

AT the auditorium where the candidate will 
speak we anticipate more difficulty, and our 
anticipations are fully realized. The candi 
date’s car goes through the lines and reaches 
the stage door on schedule, but the sight of 
the candidate is a signal for a concerted push 
by the crowd, and as the car rolls by the lines 
break, the crowd surges behind it and the rest 
of the procession is left stranded in a sea of 
humanity. The police struggle heroically to 
establish their lines again and to release us. 
We hear from inside the building the roar that 
acclaims the entrance of the candidate, and we 
vision of being left on the 
Desperately 


have a momentary 
outside when he rises to speak. 
we hop out of the car in the wake of the detec- 
tives, who have elected to push their way 
through, only to find ourselves caught in a jam 
that will not break. We are certain the intro- 
ductions are all over inside and that the can- 
didate has begun to speak. A riot squad of 
police reserves arrives and parts the surging 
waves, even as the Red Sea was parted of old 
—only we are rolled back with the surging 
waves and a large, skeptical policeman grabs 
us as we make a break for the open passage- 
way. He gains a solid official grip on us, and 
we are more than ever convinced that the can- 
didate will speak without us. But suddenly the 
secret service car, released from the jam, comes 
shooting by; we grab desperately for it, get a 
good grip on it and proceed to the stage door 
minus only the buttons from the sleeve of 
our coat, which the good officer of the law 
retains in his grasp as a souvenir of the can- 
didate’s visit to his fair city! 


I NSIDE the hall we find to our relief that 
we are still in good time. The official intro- 
ducer, in all his reflected glory, is still intro- 
ducing, and continues to introduce as we find 
our table and chair, oust a reluctant squatter 
therefrom, open our notebook, and wait for 
the inevitable preliminaries to be over. We 
take only the speech of the candidate. That 
relay of local reporters over there is reporting 
everybody, even the perspiring official intro- 
ducer, but we are interested only in the speech 
of our candidate. The introducer is getting 
through; his peroration is coming, the inevita- 
ble, crowd-stirring peroration of every political 
campaign—‘“Ladies and Gentlemen, it is my 
privilege now to introduce to you the next 
President of the United States!” We stand. 
The band plays, and the crowd cheers. Don’t 
be in any hurry now; we are not going to 
write yet. We may have to stand here for five, 


ten, twenty minutes or a half hour, until the 
“demonstration” is over! 


Well, it’s finished— 
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only ten minutes that time. We are seated; 
the candidate begins ; and we write. 

When the speech is over, we hurry back to 
the train, either in the return procession with 
the candidate or in a special car by ourselves, 
as the circumstances dictate, climb into the 
baggage car, where the typewriters and the 
mimeograph are set up in readiness, and com- 
mence to transcribe. We are working against 
time now! The transcript must be ready, mim- 
eographed, and circulated among the newspa 
permen before the time of the next stop, a 
stop made to allow the newspapermen to file 
their night dispatches. And incidentally an- 
other stop means another rear-end speech for 
the tired candidate, and another job for the 
equally tired reporter ! 


THIS goes on day after day and week after 
week for the two or three months of the cam 
paign. Each day means at least two, sometimes 
three, and often four main speeches, and in- 
numerable informal talks from the rear end of 
the train, the back of an automobile, or the 
grandstand of a county fair. We take a hur- 
ried swing to the South; we go up into New 
England; we make the great wide circuit of 
the West, the Northwest, and the Pacific 
Coast; then back again for a last feverish tour 
of the East before the votes are cast. We 
sleep on the train for weeks at a time and 
come to look upon our own little Pullman com- 
partment with a kind of homelike affection. 
We “eat out” for the most part, breakfast in 
Colorado Springs, luncheon in Pueblo, dinner 
in Denver—chicken in at least two of them. 

We live with the candidate and his secre- 
taries; we talk with him across the club room 
of the private car, and come to regard him 
with less of awe and more of a restrained 
camaraderie, bred of familiar acquaintance and 
respect. We discuss the progress of the cam- 
paign, the speeches of the rival candidate, and 
the amusing incidents that always lighten the 
tedium of a long campaign—the time the re- 
porter of the New York CHRONICLE walked in 
his sleep and got off at a tank station in Ne- 
vada ; the incident of the excited alderman sit- 
ting on the candidate’s top hat and squashing 
it flat; or the time we pulled into a little junc- 
tion stop at three o'clock in the morning to 
find a yelling crowd gathered from miles 
around insisting upon seeing and hearing the 
candidate, who sleepily but good-naturedly 
donned a formal morning coat over his pa- 
jamas, and with coat collar pulled up about his 
neck to hide the lack of white collar and tie, 
stood on a cold rear platform and made the 
best speech of his whole campaign. 


AND then the election! A last feverish burst 
of activity, and the ballots are cast. No 
more speeches, no (Continued on page 465)

The different mod- 
els are designated by name, such as: Heavy Duty, 
Senior, Junior, Duo-Master, etc. When writing about 
these machines, instead of being referred to as ‘“‘Heavy 
Duty Slice-Masters,”” “Duo-Master Slice-Masters,’ 
etc., they are often referred to as “Heavy Duties,” 
“Juniors,” “Seniors,” ““Duo's,”’ etc. What is the prop- 
er spelling of the plural form of “Heavy Duty” and 

Duo"? Is it “Duos” or “Duo's"? “Heavy Duties,” 

Heavy Dutys,.”” or “Heavy Duty's’’ ?—/. J 


rhe rule is that in arbitrarily chosen desig 
nations, where commoner words are used, the 
plural form without the apostrophe prevails 
This would mean that two of the words would 
appear as “Juniors” and “Seniors” and the 
ther words would take the apostrophe 
Heavy Duty’s” and “Duo’s.’ 


Is It a “Racket”? 


I would like to know what you think of an adver- 
tisement offering opportunity to earn extra money by 
typing at home. It reads as follows: ‘““Typists: Copy 
Author's Manuscripts. 75e thousand words. Also 
earn side money.’’—E&. §. 


[he advertisement may be all right; we have 
no means of knowing, but it is difficult to un 
derstand why anyone would pay 75c a thou 
sand words for simple typing copy when he 
can find typists who will gladly do such work 
for as little as 50c a thousand words. The 
standard price, if the copy is merely corrected 
typewriting, is 10c a hundred words for the 
original and from 3c to 5c a hundred words 
for carbon copies, the typist to furnish paper 
and machine. Cut-rate artists scale this down 
to as little as 5c a hundred words for the origi- 
nal and Ic a hundred words for the carbons 
If the copy is complicated or hard to read, 
higher rates prevail 

It is possible that this advertisement is a 
kind of “racket.” Those who answer the ad 
might very well ask for a small sample job, 
send it in, and not ask pay for it; then agree 
only to accept further assignments on the 
basis of C.O.D. charges when the manuscript

Taking Minutes 


The main thing to keep in mind is to take 
the discussion in the meeting 


down as much of the 
is you can, and boil it down afterwards. Mo 
tions must always be taken in the exact word 


ing in which they were made, and the name of 
the mover and seconder recorded. This sounds 
simple enough, but you will often find that 
four or five people have a hand (or a voice) 
in the framing of a motion, and the only thing 
to do in such a case is to wait until the uproar 
dies down and then inquire respectfully, “Is 
this the form in which you wish the motion to 
appear in the minutes?” This may precipitate 
another free-for-all on the part of the com 
mittee members, but stick to your guns until 
you are sure your notes are right. You will 
be held responsible afterwards if they are not 

In the case of a long discussion terminating 
in a motion, instinct and practice must teach 
you whether to record it as it goes along. 
Sometimes the final motion is the only impor- 
tant fact; at other times the different opinions 
expressed may be of great value if the subject 
is reopened at a future time. Strange to say, 
the latter is apt to be true in the case of rela 
tively unimportant decisions. 

Some organizations have a regular form in 
which their minutes are kept, in which case 
all you have to do is to follow your model.

The 
value of well-written minutes is almost doubled

When Filing Stencils 


M Y work in the Agriculture 
one of the country’s leading 
mimeographing of re- 
ports full of figures. 1 found that stencils 
which were years old did not make 
good, clear prints because they had not been 
dried This meant that new ones 
had to be made and, as a consequence, money 
was wasted. So, I decided to find out just what

evenly. 

I have found the following way to be the 
very best 


\fter using your stencil, take it off the ma 
chine and lay it down on paper, inked side up 
We use the gray “rag” paper from our ship- 
ping room for this purpose—the paper wants 
to be absorbent, but blotting paper is too apt 
to stick.—Ed.| Then lay two more pieces of 
paper smoothly over the stencil, rubbing it 


lightly with the hand to insure evenness. 

After a day or two you will find that the 
ink has been dried up evenly, and the next 
time you use the stencil it will be as good as 
new. Of course you leave an extra copy of the 
print to simplify filing.
